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“ As new borne babes desire the sincere milke of the word, that ye may grow 

thereby,” 
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|To the chiefe Musician vpon Gittith. A Psalme of Asaph. 1 Sing alowd vnto God our 
strength: make a ioyfull noise vnto the God of Iacob. 

2 Takea Psalme, and bring hither the timbrell: the pleasant harpe with the psalterie. 

3 Blow vp the trumpet in the new Moone: in the time appointed on our sol mne 

feast day. 

For this was a Statute for Israel: and a Law of the God of Iacob. 
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“Great is the Lord that made it, and at his commandement it runneth hastily. 

6 Fie made the Moone also to serue in her season, for a declaration of times, and a 

signe of the world. 

7 From the Moone is the signe of Feasts, a light that decreaseth in her perfection. 



8 The moneth is called after her name, encreasing wonderfully in her changing, 
being an instrument of the armies aboue, shining in the firmament of heauen,” 
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“ Also they held the feast of Tabernacles, as it is commanded in the law, and 
offered sacrifices daily as was meet: 

52 And after, that the continuall oblations, and the sacrifice of the Sabbaths, and of 

the new Moones, and of all holy feasts.” 
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"Come vnto me all vee that labour, and are heauv laden, and I will qiue you rest. 

29 Take my yoke vpon you, and learne of me, for I am meeke and lowly in heart: and 

vee shall find rest vnto your soules. 

30 For my yoke is easie, and my burden is light.” 
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‘Examine your selues, whether ye be in the faith: proue your owne selues. Know 
yee not your owne selues, how that Iesus Christ is in you, except ye be 

reprobates?" 
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“And therefore shake off thy great heauinesse, and put away the multitude of sorrowes, 
that the mighty may be mercifull vnto thee againe, and the highest shal giue thee rest, and 

ease from thy labour.” 
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“For this is the loue of God, that we keepe his commandements, and his 
commandements are not qrieuous.’’ 
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“Great peace haue they which loue thy law: & nothing shall offend them.” 
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When a mans waves please the Lord, he maketh euen his enemies to be at peace 



with him.
